Paris, France, Aug. 2.—Fifteen mil­ 
lion persons in Russia will perish of 
hunger and disease this year if im­ 
mediate 
aid is not 
extended

Alexander Kerensky declared today in 
an exclusive interview with the United 
1 irss. 


"Never, in the history of the world, 
bus such a calamity confronted a na- 
lion," 
I-oiensky 
declared. 
"Never 
has s-uch 
mass of people been left 
with ro provisions and exposed to di­ 
sease. 
Even 
the great 
famines 
in 
China and India are not to be com­ 
pared to Russia today." 


The former Russian premier return­ 
ed from Prague, where he hail been 
exhorting Czccho-SIovakians to aid 
Russia. 
He said refugees whom he 
had encountered there gave him the 
information on which his statements 
were based. 
"A minimum of 11,000,- 
000 tons of wheat is necessary to save 
Russia," he declared. Without betray­ 
ing triumph in any way, Kerensky, 
who was driven from Russia by the 
liolshoviki, said the famine would ul­ 
timately lead to the elimination of the 
ia:l'c-' loaders and re-organization of 
the Kaplan government.

for freedom of action for workers.

SPRAYING INCREASES 


POTATO YIELD 10 P. C. 


The year's first results in yield of 
sprayed potatoes over those not given 
the modern method of disease treat­ 
ment, were reported from Union coun­ 
ty last wee'e, and showed an increase 
of forty per cent in favor of spraying. 
Representatives of tiie Pennsylvania 
State College, in checking up this pro­ 
duction of early potatoes, say that it 
may indicate the difference in yield 
for the late crop, and emphasize the 
importance" of spraying 
constantly 
from the very beginning of the sea­ 
son. 


This year has already been shown 
to be below the average for Pennsyl­ 
vania potatoes, and with the prica now 
at $2 a bushel and sure to advance by 
Fall, those growers who have been 
taking steps to control the disease will 
have tho greater percentage of yield 
and profit. The state average last 
year for sprayed potatoes was 33 per 
cent more than for unsprayed, or 74 
bushels per acre. Indications arc that

BLACK SUMAC LEAVES— 


Rural residents of regions in west- 
era Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Vir­ 
ginia, Maryland, and North Carolina 
will reap an uncultivated harvest th(a 
summer and fall when the leaves and 
fresh branches of black sumac become 
ready for use in tanning and dyeing. 


Manufacturers of domestic sumac 
extract inform the Bureau of Chemis­ 
try, United State Department of Ag­ 
riculture, that they 
will need 
this 
year between 300 and 400 carloads of 
the product. In the sections mention­ 
ed, small-scale gathering is feasible, 
because storekeepers generally act a* 
agents to buy the sumac and sell it 
to the carload dealers. 
While sumac 
is generally 
distributed 
throughout 
the United States, its purchase thru 
local dealers is not organized in other 
States, so that manufacturers can buy 
in carloarl lots. 


Only black sumac will be accepted 
this year, and the leaf must be bright. 
It is understood that dealers cither 
wil lnot buy low grade at all, or will 
materially cut the price on it. First- 
grade sumac must contain no berries 
an<) less than 25 per cent of stalks. 


The price paid the farmer per 100 
pounds detvered loose to the country 
dealer wil! approximate $1. 


Farmers planning to gather sumac 
this season should immediately con­ 
sult their nearest dealer or storekeep­ 
er; who will advise them fully as to 
the quantity of sumac he will be able 
to handle and as to quality required. 
He will also advise as to bags ur 
other means of delivery. 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture has prepared Department 
Bulletin 706 on American Sumac, giv­ 
ing detailed directions for the proper 
gathering and curing of the lcavc.i. 
Farmers who intend to gather sumac 
this season and have not a copy of tho 
bulletin, should immediately write f'ir 
a copy.
